The session of tlie Federation was 
given over to the discussion of tlie 
currency question, Andrew Carnegie, 
Horace White and Postmaster-Gen- 
eral Von L. Meyer expressing their 
views. The Federation without com- 
mitting Itself to any definite plan for 
reform udoptcd a resolution which 
provides that congress should, after 
conference and consideration, pass, us 
soon as possible consistent with se- 
curity and safety, some measures 
which will import to our currency sys- 
tem greater elasticity. The Feder- 
ation will be in session here for two 
days. , ; 

Leaders of labor and finance, mingl- 
ed with representatives from all 
branches of human endeavor, to the 
number of over seven hundred, sat 
down together at the Federation ban- 
quet tonight, a - , which George Wi 
Perkins, the banker, General Freder- 
ick Grant and John Mitchell, presi- 
dent of the Mine Workers, spoke. SI. 
E. .Ingalls, of Cincinnati, |acted as 
toastmaster. 

General Grant, speaking for tho 
army canteen, said that while lie him- 
self was a total abstainer, he regard- 
ed the oanleen as the lesser of two 
evils, and uniess the government 
closed vicious resorts near the mili- 
tary reservations he would be an ad- 
vocate of tiie canteen in the army. 

John Mitchell, the labor leader, in 
a speech said, In part: "So far as I 
have been able to control the affairs 
of my organization it has been toward 
the cause of peace.

In commercial associations he meant 
both trusts and labor unions. 

Samuel Gompers, who followed, took 
exception to President Eliot's classifi- 
cation of union laboring men as a com- 
mercial organization.

We had upset tills almost universal 
law of the eastern hemisphere, al- 
though unconsciously it had appeared 
In provincial and state divisions of 
territory. 

The Alliance 

England had made mi alliance with 
this new world power, but this al- 
liance and all other treaties or com- 
pacts of an Eurasian complexion 
could never endure. They would, at 
best, possess only the elements of ex- 
pediency.. They could never possess 
elements of permanence or stability. 
It. was impossible, it was Impracticable, 
nay, more, It was unnatural. As Indi- 
viduals, races did not, and never would 
assimilate. As nations thoir ultimate 
and Individual destiny, their world- 
wide interests, their undying umbl- 
tlon, centred In points as opposite as 
the poles. Canada recently accepted 
this treaty made by Great Britain, 
Whether tills was done at the request 
of the Imperial authorities or of her 
own volition mattered little. It was 
claimed that trade relation:', with .Ja- 
pan nnil the Orient were of para- 
mount importance. It was round mi 
Investigation that trade with Japan 
was not an Important factor. Japan- 
ese commercial and manufacturing ac- 
tivities were rapidly Increasing, and 
those who were then pressing for trade 
relations would, hi a lew years he 
praying fur relief, fur protection 
nguiu.st tin; cheaper manufactures of 
Oriental origin. Tbe United States 
was not disturbed over trade relations 
with tiie Ork-iit, and why should Can- 
ada? Oriental trade would flow in 
the most favorable competing chan- 
nels, and when we consider that the 
ports of Vancouver, Victorlu and Al- 
borni were 600 miles nearer Hongkong 
than San Pranoisco, It gave Canada an 
undeniable advantage. Ami again, 
Prince Rupert, with a harbor equalled 
by few and surpassed by none in the 
North Pacific ocean, east or west — 
and he hail visited all those of Im- 
portance with the exception of Port 
Arthur ami Vladivostok— -Prince Ru- 
pert occupied a. commanding position 
from the fact that the distance to the 
Orient was .'150 miles less than from 
Vancouver, and nearly 1,000 miles less 
than from San Francisco. Prince Ru- 
pert, backed by the grain fields of Al- 
berta and Saskatchewan, equipped with 
elevators and terminal facilities, was 
destined to command trans-Pncille 
trade, Irrespective of oriental restric- 
tions. It had, however, only taken a 
few months' experiment with this

LIBERALS AND THE GOVERNOR. 

What is the meaning of the per- 
sistent set which the Liberal Associa- 
tions and the Liberal newspapers are 
inaking against the Lieutenant-Gbv- 
ernorV it Is no part of the Colonist's 
duty to [defend -^ir. Dunsmulr, whose 
course in regard to the Bowser Mill 
we shall comment upon when we can 
do so with a lull knowledge of the 
facts, but It is our duty to expose the 
hypocrisy of those who are attacking 
him and calling for hi.- resignation. 
Whatever justllicat ion or lack of jus- 
tification there may be for Mr. Duns- 
mulr's act, there can be u.> doubt that 
he accomplished the same result us 
would have been reached a few weeks 
later, if he had given his formal assent 
to the Bowser Bill and it had gone 
forward to Ottawa to be passed upon 
by the government there. Instead of 
the Bill going to Ottawa with the sig- 
nature of the Lieutenant-Governor 
appended thereto, or his assent siy- 
nilied in some other way. to be dis- 
allowed, it went forward as an in- 
complete piece of legislation, a Bill 
lacking the Royal assent, which any 
time within a year might receive that 
assent, as soon as "the pleasure of the 
Governor-General" was known. While 
the practice is for the Royal assent to 
be given to all Bills while the legis- 
lature is yet in session, the British 
North America Act very clearly eon- 
templates that both in respect to Bills 
of the Canadian Parliament and those 
of the local legislature, this assent may 
bo postponed until a future occasion, 
if this Is not the ease, the expression 
'•for the signification of the Queen's 
pleasure" has no meaning whatever, 
and it is a principle of stat- 
utory construction that effect 
must, it' possible, he given to 
every word used in a legislative en- 
actment. Hence it follows that, if the 
Dominion government had any wish 
to have the Bowser Bill become law, it 
might have been brought into force 
months ago. Therefore we charge that 
the Laurier ministry is directly re- 
sponsible for the defeat of the Inten- 
tion of the legislature as expressed in 
the Bowser Bill. In view of this fact,' 
the utter hypocrisy of the Liberal at- 
tack on Mr. Dunsmulr is ton plain to 
require further demonstration. We 
repeat that we are neither defending 
nor condemning that gentleman. L r ntl] 
the public have, in a constitutional 
way. been put in possession of his 
reasons for reserving the Bill lor the 
pleasure of the Governor-General, or 
until it is evident that these reasons 
are not going to b.- made public, we 
refrain entirely from any expression 
of opinion. 

Tlie Liberals have seen fit to has.' 
their onslaught upon the Lieutenant- 
Governor because of his understood 
views on the question of Oriental im- 
migration. Whatever those views may 
be, they are not different now to whal 
they were when he was appointed to 
office, and if there is anything objec- 
tionable in having a Lieutenant-Gov- 
ernor, whose views in a vital public 
question are opposed to those held by 
the very great majority of tin- people 
of British Columbia, the responsibil- 
ity primarily rests upon Mr. Tomple- 
man, who as the representative of the 
province In the Dominion r 
necessarily has the controlling 
ence in such matters. Bui th 
more than this to be said. The Lib- 
erals are making Mr. Dunsmulr the 
scapegoat of their party. The policy 
of the Laurier ministry In regard to 
legislation In the nature of the Bow- 
ser Mill Is well known. Previous 
measures of the same character, 
passed by the liritish Columbia legis- 
lature, have been disallowed by the 
present Dominion government, which 
has refused to exercise its undoubted 
powers to pass such an Act. 'in this 
ground there never was the slightest 
ground for any question, nor can there 
bo the slightest question that the 
Bowser Hill, if it had received (lie as- 
sent of the Lieutenant-Governor, 

would have met the same late as its 
predecessors. But Mr. Templeman, 
wo assume It must have been lie, for 
the Times was the first to bring the 
matter forward, and the statements 
which it made were such as Mr. Tem- 
pleman alone was in a position lo 
furnish, .scorned to think an opportun- 
ity had COmo to score a point against 
Mr. McBrlde, and a personal observa- 
tion made by the latter lo tlie Secre- 
tary of State was published and ut- 
terly unwarranted Inferences were 
drawn from it. When the fallacy of 
these had been exposed, and the pub- 
lic had settled clown to Die conclu- 
sion that, whoever might be to blame, 
Mr. McBrlde was not, an attack has 
been launched against the Lieutenant- 
Governor, and as ho is not In a posi- 
tion to defend himself, the Liberals 
are for the present able to dress them- 
selves in a robe of righteous indigna- 
tion. But the garment is too thin, and 



this question from a constitutional 
standpoint we "drew a picture which 
delineated almost every feature of 
the circumstances except the circum- 
stances which actually occurred." Un- 
fortunately we do not know "the cir- 
cumstances which actually occurred." 
All we have is a little more than a 
one-sided report of an informal con- 
versation.

Whether 
this is the ease .it- not Is a question of 
law in Un- first instance, and if there 
should In- any doubt as to the law, it 
would then become a question of 
policy, ami we submit that it Is not 
unreasonable, hut unite the reverse, to 
claim that land devoted by the pro- 
vince for a specific purpose ought, 
when that purpose has been fully 
satisfied, to revert to the province. 
We venture to say that ninety-nine 
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- whole bodv of Common and 
Statute law. Magna Chnrta, the rules 
of Parliament, the decisions of tlie 
Courts and tlie various State docu- 
ments, such as the Petition of Bights, 
the Constitutions of Clarendon, and 
tlie like, go to make up what wo call 
the Constitution; but tile term as 
generally used refers to the powers of 
the Crown am! its ministers. The final 
determination of these resl < with the 
people, speaking- through parliament, 
using that word In Its wide sense so as 
to Include all parliamentary bodies by 
whatsoever name they may he called. 
Hence a constitutional evolution is con- 
stantly in progress. During the reign 
of i ieorge III. i he l louse of I 'ommon t 
passed several votes of want of con- 
fidence in the i'itt ministry, but the 
King would not accept the Prime 
Minister's resignation, and in the end 
the Hons,, changed its attitude. Such 
a thing could not happen today. If 
the British I rouse of Commons should 
pa.-s a. vol.- of want of confidence in 
the ministry now, tlie King would ac- 
cept the resignation of the Premier 
without hesitation. The Crown will 
now. apparently, recognize the ver- 
dict of the people at ah election. At 
l.-ast there is a Canadian precedent 
to that effect, for the Governor-Gener- 
al in IKflfi refused to accept the advice 
of Sir Charles Tupper without waiting 
for a voti if the Mouse, which was 
elected that year. Governor Midlines 
applied this principle In D7\, and went 
a step further by dismissing his ad- 
visers, hut tin- verdict of the people 
at the next general election was SO 
adverse to him, liial his action cost 
him his office. It is true, of course, 
thai Govonor Mclnnes alleged other 
reasons for his c Itict than the de- 
feat of his mini-try at flu- polls, and 
therefore it cannot he fairly claimed 
thai liis dismissal qualifies the pre- 
redenl established by Lord Aberdeen in 
1SDG.

Lying among the bushes in Beacon 
Hill park, about one hundred puces 
from the bear pits, with the revolver 
by which he hud determinedly taken 
Ills own life still clasped in his hand, 
tho body of Charles Waller, a four 
woeks resident of this city, wan found 
on Sunday morning by William Den- 
nison, clerk In E. O. Prior & Co. 

Tho discovery of Waller's body 
solves the mystery of his sudden dis- 
appearance on the night of Friday, 
Dec. G, since which 
of his whereabouts has been ascer 
tallied by friends or tho police until 
Mr. Dennlson stumbled across the body 
while strolling in tho park. When 
tho body was found it was lying face 
downwards. 

Three bullet wounds; one in tho mid- 
dle of the forehead between the eyes, 
one in the region of the heart and one 
in tho abdomen Indicate the deter- 
mination with which the man Nought 
Ids own life. 

No reason can be assigned for Wal- 
ler's act, but it is known that for a 
short time before his disappearance 
from his room In the house at the 
corner of Menzles and Quebec streets 
he had been greatly worried about his 
failure to obtain Borne money which 
he had on deposit with a bank nt San 
Diego, Cal., where ho had lived for 
several years prior to coming to this 
city four weeks ago. It is supposed 
that, worried over this fact, he became 
temporarily deranged. 

The police have no reason to believe 
that there was anything behind the 
incident which would lead to any 
other conclusion than that Waller's 
death was self-inflicted. 

There is every evidence of a deter- 
mined attempt at suicide on Waller's 
part, lie must have opened two vests 
which he was wearing, op»n*d his 
shirt and deliberately shot himself 
through the left breast with the evi- 
dent intention of putting the bullet 
through his heart. The fact that the 
loaded revolver, a live chamber .'IS cali- 
bre, contained only one loaded cart- 
ridge and four empty shells shows that 
ho must have tired three shots before, 
the final one which took effect In his 
brain. The revolver was still tightly 
clasped In the right hand, the thumb 
still upon the trigger when the body 
was found. 

About two days before he disap- 
peared Waller was joined here by his 
sister, Mrs. Hell, who came over from 
Australia on the Aorangl. She had 
Intended going to California but her 
brother had como to Victoria and she 
was met here by him. They took 
rooms at the apartment house at the 
coiner of Quebec and Menzles street, 
and arranged to purchase tin- proper- 
ty, having paid a small deposit on tho 
deal. Waller drew upon the bank ;it 
San Diego, where he had $3,200 on 
deposit, hut the drart was returned 
by the bank which informed him that 
he could not withdraw ony of his 
money unless after sixty days' notice. 
This greatly worried him and he fro- j 
quently discussed the' matter? 1 'with j 
other residents in the house! lie ap- 
peared to fear that the hank would not 
or could riot /pay him the money. 

On Saturday morning, Dec. 7, when 
Mrs. .Bell came downstairs to break- 
fast she noticed that her brother was 
not present. He mis an early riser 
and she was somewhat surprised to 
lind that he was not there before her. 
Going to his room she ascertained 
that he had been In bed the night be- 
fore, but he had risen some time In 
the night and gone out. Nothing more 
was thought about the matter until 
that evening when, as Waller did not 
return, Mrs. Doll became alarmed and 
on Sunday the police were notified. 
Prior to leaving the house 
re entered his sister

PIONEER CELEBRATES 



Bishop Cridge Will Receive the 
Congratulations of His 
Friends Today 



Today Is the ninetieth birthday of 
the Right Reverend Bishop Cridge, 
and this afternoon his lordship will 
receive, al his residence, Marielield, all 
friends desirous of congratulating him, 
though the Illness of Miss Cridge pre- 
vents a formal reception being held.

Thai Hugh Calwell came to Ins death 
by accidentally drinking a bottle of 
liniment was the verdict of the cor- J 
oner's Jury, which investigated into the 
circumstances of hie death which oc-

Jubilee hospital, in view of tho facts | 
that the cause of death was not clear 
the coroner decided that an inquest j 
was necessary. The evidence given 
by C. H. King, caretaker of the isola- 
tion hospital, who discovered Calwell! 
in the grounds 01 that institution, was 
to the effect that he first saw Die de- 
ceased about 1 o'clock on Saturday; 
afternoon near the» isolation hospital. 
Calwell was coughing badly and np- 
peared to bo In pain. He showed Mr. 
King a permit signed by Dr. Hall to | 
admit him to the hospital, and Mr. j 
King started to lake him across toj 
the hospital but he collapsed. Cal 
well then told King about having | 
swallowed a bottle of liniment by mis 
take, that he had got hold of tl 
wrong hot 1 le. 

Dr. Hascll, surgeon in charge of the 
hospital, testified that when Calwell) 
was brought there he Was hardly con- j 
scions, lie had vomited a quantity of 
barely digest' d fond which smelledl 
strongly of camphor, The liniment 1 
taken was composed principally of 
camphor and chloroform and would | 
prove fatal If taken In such quantities 
as Calwell had apparently taken it. 

W. c. Bryan, a locksmith, Johnson 
street, gave evidence to Hie effect that 
on Saturday morning Calwell had come, 
into his place of business and at that 
lime was apparently quite well. He 
had a parcel which he told Bryan 
was 11 bottle of liniment with which hn 
Intended to treat a horse. The jury

Taylor, who 
has to use a cane to walk, will not be 
able to do any hard work for a week 
or two yet. 

In case anything should happen to 
Taylor there are three other candi- 
dates for stroke, viz.: Aikln stroke of 
last year's senior eight), Jackes (of 
the champion pair-oared crew, and 
George Wright, son of his father. Two 
prospective members of the crow are 
out of town at present, but are ex- 
pected back the first of the year. Ro- 
bertson is in Montreal, and Lewis In 
Orangevllle. Alex. Davidson Is sure 
of a seat In the boat, but he says he 
can't spare the time. The prospective 
arrangement of the men for the early 
trials will probably be as follows:

An Ottawa despatch says the Rus- 
sian government has paid over to 
Lord Strathconu, the Canadian High 
commissioner In London, $82,644 as a 
settlement of all the outstanding 
claims for the wrongful seizure of the 
Victoria sealing schooners seized In 
IKih! off the Copper island sealing 
grounds by the Russian cruisers, Za- 
biaka and Yakut. The schooners 
seized were the Carmolite, Vancouver 
Belle, Rosle Olsen and Maria, and 
the schooners Maud S. Alnoka and 
C. H. Tupper were warned out, con- 
sequently losing their season. Two 
other schooners wore also seized, the 
Willie McGowan and Ariel, but a 
settlement was made for those vessels 
many years ago, their owners receiving 
about $41,000 from the Czar's govern- 
ment, 

The owners and those interested in 
the claims just paid are mostly Vic- 
torians, in The Rosie Olsen three of 
those Interested in the vessel are dead, 
and widows and. orphans who have 
waited for so many years will re • i 
tlie monies v. hie!: have long been due 
them.

"Meanwhile in 1896, influenced by th" 
persistence with which tho claims were 
pressed, the Russian government con- 
stituted a second commission to in- 
vestigate (hem in the light of such 
further evidence as could lie supplied 
to support them. The opinion of the 
commission confirmed that of 1893.

When the meeting opened Mr. Oli- 
ver addressing the councillors stated 
that in response to tho largely signed 
petition which had been prosented to 
him and to the unanimous wish ol the 
council, tie had decided to stand Cor 
re-election as reeve at the forthcom- 
ing municipal elections, though it Had 
been his previous intention of dropping 
out altogether. 

Arrangements for the electons were 
made by the council. The clerk was 
instructed to secure a polling booth 
more central than the Foul Bay 
SChoolhouse. He was also appointed 
Returning Officii- with authority to 
make all the necessary provisions for 
holding the eieel ions. 

Albert F. Griffiths, chartered ac- 
countant, was appointed auditor. 

Local improvement by-laws 5, 6, 7, 
nnd 8 were reconsidered and llnally 
passed.

municipality for tin.- purpose of pro- 
viding an Incinerator plant, buildings 
and Installation, and horse and wagon 
For tlie collection of garbage, Such 
1 portion of the. cost and interest, sink- 
ing fund and maintenance not saved 
i by the production of steam for light - 
ing or other purposes, or by products, 
to be borne out of a pro rata, charge 
against all garbage collected or cre- 
mated. 

In connection with the above a peti- 
tion signed by a number of the larg- 
est holders was read. The petition was 
| as follows:

MOVEMENT OF VESSELS

Laborers were 
brought from Europe but they failed 
to prove serviceable as they did not 
adapt themselves readily to the Ways 
of the trade though tin- climate suited 
the new arrivals from Spain and Por- 
tugal admirably. Then the Japanese 
began to arrive and though not as 
serviceable to the planters as the 
they nevertheless Idled the

Mr. Carter-Cotton Gets Possession of 
Property on Paying Over Eighty .. 
Thousand Dollars 



MUST BE REAL BLACK 

No Merely Dark Clothes Will Do for 
Counsel Appearing in Judge 
Grant's Court 



Vancouver, Dec. 16. — A dark 
tweed suit today came before his 
honor for adjudication. He adjudged 
it as Irregular and wholly without pro- 
fessional status. Dark would not 
do. It must bo inky black if it tie 
under a Blackstone's gown. 

That was the effect of a ruling of 
His Honor Judge Grant when his ju- 
dicial eye caught sight of the dark 
tweed under the flowing robes of C. 
W. Sawers, a veteran of the bar of 
Ontario and British Columbia. 

It was during the disposition of a 
criminal case Mr. Sawers appearing 
for the erown, that the robes revealed 
the. '•suit." and raised the question of 
professional etiquette, 

"I observe that you have not a black 
suit." said tiie court. "I think the 
members of the liar should observe the 
rules." 

"My suit Is a dark, Invisible tweed," 
returned Mr. Sawers. 1 have never 
heard of the rule that it should bo ab- 
solutely black." 

But that black and not invisible 
twoed was the recognized dross, op- 
tically, judicially and professionally re- 
cognized, the court had no doubt, al- 
though tlie doubt was not expressed 
In these terms. To tiiis the court 
merely wished to call counsel's at- 
tention, and counsel was quite will- 
ing to meet the wishes of the court. 

Then, having refused counsel's ap- 
plication for an adjournment of the 
case, a chargo against Mike Gade of 
stabbing Dan Houlihan, both Polos, 
the court ended in discharging the 
prisoner. The motion for adjournment 
was sought by the crown, the con- 
stables having been unable to locate 
the three witnesses In the case. The 
court expressed the view that they 
had not made diligent search.

Three Dominion Institutions to 
Turn Out About Sixty 
Millions 



New Westminster, Doc. 10. — Sixty 
millions of sockoyo salmon will 'be 
turned loose from the Dominion gov- 
ernment hatcheries in this district next 
spring, unless some unforseen calam- 
ity should befall the young (Ish. 

'fills will lie by far tile largest out- 
put ever made by the government sta- 
tions on the Praser river, ami this 
immense number of salmon Is being 
taken care of by the Bon Accord, Har- 
rison and Pomberton hatcheries. The 
Bon Accord Institution' lias eleven mil- 
lion young fish, and Harrison plant has 
twenty-throe million and the Pem- 
berton hatchery has no less than twen- 
ty-six million. 

All the hatcheries were most suc- 
cessful in gathering the ova during the 
early part of the present season and 
tlie entire take was landed safely In 
the troughs at the various stations 
without any serious loses except about 
a hundred thousand, which were lost 
when tiio government launch Salmo 
was burned on Harrison lake and 
Engineer MePherson was drowned. 
The weather conditions throughout tlie 
season wore the best for years. 

All the fry are making good progress 
and a largo portion of the eggs have 
already hatched. Tills is particularly 
true at Harrison, where four million 
young fish have progressed so favor- 
ably that they have been placed In the 
roaring ponds outside of the hatchery. 

The government staff will com- 
mence In February or early in March 
taking the salmon out and liberating 
them In the various streams on Harri- 
son, Pitt and Pomberton lakes. 

Some idea of the immense number 
of young salmon which are being taken 
care of by the hatcheries this season 
may bo gained from the fact that 
should all return to the river when 
they mature and be caught and canned 
they would make a pack of over three 
million cases, which Is over double the 
entire pack of British Columbia for 
the record year of 1S97.

Describing the rescue of the schoon- 
er Willis A. Holden an Officer of tlie 
steam schooner Charles Nelson is 
quoted as follows by tin; Tacoma 
Dodger: At •1.30 o'clock Thursday 
afternoon, after passing Cape Flat- 
tery, we saw the Willis A. Holden be- 
tween Noah and Clallam bays. The 
vessel was drifting although she had 
a couple of storm aalls set. An at- 
tempt was bclnj; made to steer by 
means of logs alongside, but she was 
surely drifting towards the rocks on 
tlie American shore. hi my opinion 
within two hours every one aboard 
would have been drowned and tile 
schooner dashed to pieces on the 
rocks. ' 

"There was no place to anchor, for 
our load failed to touch bottom at 128 
fathoms. Signals asking for assls- 
e schooner look- 
■nl I rely helpless. 
Phe rudder had been carried away, 
she had a heavy list to port, and her 
side appeared badly battered. The 
captain had his wife aboard and every 
one seemed to be extremely glad when 
we came within bailing distance. The 
vessel had been disabled outside and 
had drifted back to the straits. 

"We passed the vessel a hawserand 
started to low up. At the time it was 
not rough, but dining the evening a 
terrific wind sprang up from tlie 
southwest, Betting up a nasty sea. At 
11 o'clock that night the hawser broke 
whllo we were not far from San Juan 
light. It was no easy task fo again 
pick up the Holden, but it was final- 
ly done. However, It blew such a 
gale all night that wo were unable to 
make further progress so that when 
daylight came we hud hardly gained 
an Inch. I luring Friday morning we 
were able to make sumo headway. The 
tug Wanderer came alongside and 
wanted the tow, but Captain P.amsel- 
lus refused. At 10.30 a. in. the hi;; 
hawser was again carled away, but 
we kept at it, finally getting our tow 
safely info Port Angeles at 11.45 a. 
m. Friday.

Mr. Dunsmulr. She said 
that until recently she had not known 
that there were any old workings on 
the property she had inherited from 
her brother. The work had been done 
secretly by unknown parties. 

Replying to his lordship, she said 
her brother had lived and slept in the 
cabin for ten years. 

It also transpired during her evi- 
dence, that while her brother was still 
alive, a man named Richardson had 
tried to jump the land, but had failed. 

Charles Fiddick, son of the former 
witness, snid his uncle, John Grandan, 
took up the property hi 1S7S, when 
tho witness was ten years old. He 
built a cabin almost immediately, and 
cleared and cultivated about two 
acres of land. Tie also drained some 
swamp land. Later on his uncle had 
the place surveyed, and the witness 
had helped on the survey. His uncle 
lived on the land until Ills last illness, 
when ho went to Nanaimo for treat- 
ment, and died a week afterwards. To 
Mr. Bodwell the witness stated he 
was about sixteen when the survey 
was made. 

Defendant Is Corroborated 
Mrs. Thomas Hunter, James .Mal- 
thus and Isaac Emden, all old settlers 
in the Cranberry district, and neigh- 
bors of the late John Grandan, gave 
evidence corroborating that of his sis- 
ter and nephew. They all agreed that 
Grandan had lived on his land con- 
tinuously for a number of years prior 
to his death, and had built three 
cabins and cleared in the neighbor- 
hood of two acres of land. He does 
not seem to have done much farming, 
but sume of the witnesses said he 
used to grow cabbages. Mrs. Hunter 
in particular said that when a girl 
going to school she had helped tho 
Fiddick children on many occasions 
to carry bread and other provisions 
to Mr. Grandan's cabin. Unlike many 
lady witnesses, when it came to veri- 
fying dates, -Mrs. Hunter was not a 
bit afraid to own up ro her age, pos- 
sibly because she looks much younger. 

The land registrar produced his re- 
gister of absolute fees, showing that 
Mrs. Fiddick was registered as the 
owner of the land in question. Tills 
registration was under the Dominion 
crown grant, which reserves the coal. 
The later crown grant lias not been 
registered, though application to do so 
was made yesterday by counsel for 
the defense. 

Mr. Gore was recalled by His Lord- 
ship and asked what steps were taken 
by the department to see that tho 
applicants for these crown grants had 
complied with the act. He said none, 
except to sc.- that the proper declar- 
ations were made. He added that in 
these particular cases the department 
had knowledge of the fact thut the set- 
tlers hud qualified for the Dominion 
grants referred lu. The Bsquhnalt & 
Nanaimo railway was not notified of 
these applications. The land under 
dispute had been surveyed prior to 
18U4, and the blazes on tho trees 
should still be visible. 
Mr. Hawthornthwaite Helped Settlers 
J. IT, Hawlhornthwalte, M. P. P., 
was called to identify a letter he hail 
written in Ihe chief commissioner for 
lands and works.

Ihe oath, and instead made solemn 
affirmation. The letter was one urg- 
ing the issuance of a number of crown 
grants under the Settlers' Rights Act, 
suylng Hint the writer hud personally 
looked intu the claims of those men- 
tioned, which Included the Fiddick 
grant, and was satisfied that they 
were entitled to Ihe grants. After the
